JOHN CLARE BESWICK 


John Clare Beswick, for thirty-nine years craftsman, teacher, local 
supervisor, state supervisor, and director of vocational education, had 
completed almost twenty-five years of service in the California State 
Department of Education at the time of his death February 17, 1944. 

He first came to the Department as State Director of Vocational War 
Work during the first world war, and remained as State Supervisor of 
Trade and Industrial Education and Chief of the Bureau of Trade and 
Industrial Education. In 1931, when the Commission for Vocational 
Education was organized to administer the state program of vocational 
education for the State Board of Education, Mr. Beswick was appointed 
Assistant Executive Officer of the Commission. In this capacity he has 
been instrumental in developing the California Plan for Vocational 
Education and in developing the philosophy of vocational and industrial 
arts education established by the State Department of Education, which 
has been accepted by school administrators, by teachers, by industry and 
labor, as well as by the general public of this state. In addition he has 
developed a unique program of trade and industrial teacher training and 
supervision which has been widely recognized for its excellence. 

He had had broad experience in training foremen and supervisors in 
industry and public service and in training tradesmen or technically 
trained persons to be instructors in trade and industrial education classes. 
He also had broad experience in developing training programs for the 
public service and for industries such as the steel industry, the petroleum 
industry, the fibreboard production industry, the aircraft industry, the 
shipbuilding industry, the lumber industry, and so forth. He, upon 
request, had developed a training program for the industries of Russia. 
His reputation was both national and international. He was also a 
pioneer in developing state programs of fire training, peace officers’ 
training, and training for public service other than fire and police service. 

In 1940 a state program of national defense training was inaugu- 
rated in California, and Mr. Beswick was appointed State Director for 
the program. Later, after the United States actively entered the war, 
he was designated as State Director of Vocational Training for War 
Production Workers, and during the period from 1941 to the time of his 
death he developed the largest program of vocational training for essen- 
tial war industries in the United States. 
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Mr. Beswick belonged to numerous educational associations includ- 
ing the California Industrial Education Association, the National Asso- 
ciation of State Supervisors of Trade and Industrial Education, the 
National Association of State Directors for Vocational Education, and 
he was awarded a life membership in the American Vocational Associa- 
tion by his co-workers in industrial education in this state. He was a 
member of the Epsilon Pi Tau, Phi Gamma Mu, Phi Delta Kappa, and 
Pi Sigmi Chi fraternities. 


COUNSELING HIGH SCHOOL STUDENTS 
FOR MILITARY REQUIREMENTS 


H. B. McDANIEL, Special Supervisor, Occupational 
Information and Guidance 

Surveys of the pool of manpower available for Selective Service 
reveal that approximately 1,250,000 men remain for eall. It is esti- 
mated that the induction of this group will bring the military forees up 
to required strength. After this pool has been exhausted, however, and 
full military strength has been achieved, there will remain the problem 
of replacements. The important thing for high school counselors to 
remember is that these replacements will be drawn almost entirely from 
among boys now in high school. All the boys who are physically and 
mentally fit will then be drawn into the armed forces, and it is therefore 
imperative that counselors keep themselves fully informed regarding 
military requirements and opportunities. 

Recently Major Calvin A. Behle, Chief, Preinduction Training 
Branch, Ninth Service Command of the United States Army, informed 
this office that the army reception centers are now prepared to make full 
use of the Educational Experience Summary card which was first dis- 
tributed last Spring. Copies of this card and the manual of instructions 
for its use have been sent to all high school principals and ample replace- 
ments are available. The card is designed to give the boy leaving school 
to go into the armed forces a tangible record of his achievements, abilities, 
and interests which will enable him to be properly classified at the recep- 
tion center. Counselors of boys who will graduate from high school this 
spring or who will become 18 years of age during the summer are urged 
to see that each boy takes with him a completed and signed EES ecard. 

Major Behle also stressed the need for continuing and expanding 
preinduction training courses. He has prepared a summary statement 
of the current status of War Department preinduction training needs 
which is so relevant that permission has been secured to reproduce it here. 

As most secondary schools enter the second half of the school year, 
a brief summary of the current status of the War Department Preinduc- 
tion Training Program may be helpful in checking the curriculum with 
stated military needs. Reference is made herein to sources where detailed 
statements of particular military needs may be found, and a wealth of 
material and suggestions for meeting these needs is readily available 
through normal school channels. 
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1. IMPORTANCE 

a. The current military situation is such that apparently for some 
years to come, the normal boy who becomes 18 years of age will enter the 
armed forces. Consequently, the importance of adequate Preinduction 
Training for the sixteen- and seventeen-year-olds will continue for an 
indefinite but probably long period until victory is here and the war yet 
to be fought is won. 


2. PoLicrEs 

a. There are no basic changes in policy. Preinduction Training 
continues to be a voluntary national program approved on the national 
level by the United States Office of Education and then cleared to state 
and local levels through the chief state school officers. The mission of 
the Preinduction Training Branch is limited to analyzing and determin- 
ing army needs for training prior to entry into military service, to stating 
these needs to civilian training agencies and others interested, and to 
aiding these agencies in meeting these needs on a voluntary basis by their 
own teaching methods. Preinduction Training is not an attempt to 
militarize the school system but to co-operate in meeting the exigencies 
of the present national emergency. Where possible, Preinduction Train- 
ing ‘is co-ordinated with other allied programs such as Preflight Aero- 
nauties and the Victory Corps and Navy programs. 


3. RESPONSIBILITY 

a. Administrative responsibility for Preinduction Training, insofar 
as the War Department is concerned, has been transferred to the Military 
Training Division, Army Service Forces, and in the field to the command- 
ing generals of the service commands. This transfer in administrative 
responsibility makes possible closer contact between the Preinduction 
Training Branch and the various branches of the War Department con- 
cerned with Postinduction Training. 


4. NEEDS 
a. Fields in which Preinduction Training military needs: exist, as 
officially stated by the War Department, are the following: 


1. Physical Health and Fitness: Education for Victory, Vol. II, No. 10, November 
15, 1943, p. 10; and Vol. II, No. 13, January 3, 1944, p. 9. 
2. Orientation to Army Life: Education for Victory, Vol. II, No. 12, December 15, 


1948, p. 5. 

3. Basic Language Skills: Education for Victory, Vol. II, No. 11, December 1, 
1943, p. 1. 

4. Basic Mathematical Skills: Education for Victory, Vol. II, No. 14, January 20, 
1944, p. 26. 


. Basie Training for a Military Occupation: Education for Victory, Vol. II, 
No. 10, November 15, 1943, p. 11. This reference also includes an excellent 
overall statement with respect to just what schools may do to meet all these 
needs and to guide their students for this crisis in their lives. 
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5. METHODS 

a. It is the function and province of the schools to determine how 
and to what extent it is feasible to meet the above needs; the War Depart- 
ment does not approve or urge any particular course of instruction or 
educational method to provide the necessary Preinduction Training. On 
the other hand, through the Preinduction Training Branch the War 
Department will, upon request, assist the civilian training agencies in 
meeting Preinduction Training needs by: 


1) Contacting schools through established educational channels. 

2) Distributing training materials. 

3) Arranging for visitations by educators and representative students 
at posts, camps and stations. 

4) Arranging for distribution of salvage and other equipment to 
schools. 

5) Addressing local, state and regional meetings of educational organi- 
zations. 


All requests for Preinduction Training assistance preferably should 
be forwarded through established school channels, directed ultimately 
to the Commanding General, Ninth Service Command, Fort Douglas, 
Utah, attention: Chief, Preinduction Training Branch, Military Train- 
ing Division. 
6. ConcLUSION 

a. Preinduction Training and Postinduction Training are both parts 
of the same process, for the boy with whom the schools are concerned 


today is one and the same person with the future soldier who has vital 
needs which should be met prior to his induction.

PURCHASE OF SCHOOL BUSES, BODIES, AND CHASSIS 
PROCEDURES 


The following is the procedure for the purchase of new school buses, 
bodies, and chassis as established by the Office of Defense Transportation. 


APPLICATIONS 

1. If the school bus proposed to be purchased is to be purchased new 
as a unit, an application on Form PD-310 (Application to Acquire a New 
Commercial Vehicle) must be submitted in triplicate by the party pro- 
posing to purchase the bus, filled out and executed as required. 

To each copy of the application Form PD-310 so submitted there 
must be attached a copy of the ‘‘Statement of Need and Certificate of 
Necessity ’’ duly filled out and executed as to Parts I, II, and ITI thereof 
by the party proposing to purchase the bus and as to Part IV(A) by 
the county superintendent of schools. 


2. If the bus chassis and/or bus body are to be purchased new and 
separately, then application for the purchase of the chassis must be made 
and submitted by the proposed purchaser in exactly the same manner as 
outlined above under item 1, using the same forms, and application for 
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the purchase of the body must be made by the proposed purchaser in 
triplicate on Form ODT-LT-3 (Application to Acquire a New Bus Body), 
duly filled out and executed by the proposed purchaser. 

To each copy of each application there must be attached a copy of 
‘‘Statement of Need and Certificate of Necessity ’’ filled out and executed 
as set forth under item 1 above except that if the applications are for a 
chassis and a body for a single new bus only three copies of the ‘‘State- 
ment of Need and Certificate of Necessity’’ are needed. 


3. If a second hand school bus is to be purchased, it is necessary for 
the proposed purchaser to submit an application for change of use or 
location of the bus in triplicate, on Form ODT-LT-9 (Application for 
Authority to Change the Use or Location of a Passenger Motor Vehicle), 
duly filled out and executed. 


4. It is essential, if delay is to be avoided, that the instructions given 
on the various forms be faithfully observed. Failure to follow this rule 
will result only in the forms being returned to applicants for correction. 


SUBMISSION OF APPLICATIONS 


All applications, except as hereinafter noted, must first be submitted 
to the Superintendent of Public Instruction, attention Alfred E. Lentz, 
State Department of Education, Sacramento 14, from whose office the 
applications will be forwarded to the appropriate authorities of the Office 
of Defense Transportation. 

Applications for integral type buses (buses in which the chassis is 
an integral part of the body as distinguished from body on chassis buses) 
should be submitted directly to the appropriate Local Allocation Officer, 
the addresses of whom are given below. 


Forms 


Forms PD-310 and ODT-LT-3 can be secured from the appropriate 
Local Allocation Officer, Office of Defense Transportation, 1517 United 
States Post Office and Court House Building, Los Angeles 12, or from the 
Local Allocation Officer, Office of Defense Transportation, 540 Monad- 
nock Building, San Francisco 5, and, ordinarily, from the sellers of chassis 
and bodies. Form ODT-LT-9 may also be available through the Local 
Allocation Officer but if not, copies of the form may be secured through 
the office of the Division of Local Transport, Office of Defense Transporta- 
tion, 1031 Broadway, Los Angeles, or 1355 Market Street, San Fran- 
cisco 5. The ‘‘Statement of Need and Certificate of Necessity’’ may be 
secured from the Administrative Adviser, State Department of Educa- 
tion, Sacramento 14, if not available from sellers of chassis and bodies. 
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USED SCHOOL BUSES 


From time to time school districts and other owners of school buses 
notify the Department of Education that they have used school buses for 
sale. This Department is glad to receive the information and requests 
that all school districts and other owners of school buses notify it of any 
school buses which they have for sale. 

School districts and others who are in the market for used school 
buses are invited to write the Department for information as to the 
availability of used school buses. All requests for such information will 
be promptly answered. 

A used school bus should not be purchased until the prospective 
purchaser has informed himself of the condition of the bus and its ability 
to comply with the laws of California and the State Board of Education 
Regulations Governing Pupil Transportation. Notifications and inquiries 
may be addressed to Alfred E. Lentz, Administrative Adviser, State 
Department of Education, Sacramento 14.

ATTORNEY GENERAL'S OPINIONS 


Free Distribution of Seeds by California Polytechnic School 

There is no authority under which the director of the drug and oil 
plant development division of the California Polytechnic School may 
purchase oil and drug plant seeds from public funds and distribute 
them free to individuals. (AGO NS4992, July 7, 1943.) 


Furnishing of Transportation by County Superintendent of Schools to 
Staff of an Emergency School 

Education Code Section 9481 [formerly School Code Section 4.192] 
does not contemplate the furnishing of free transportation by a county 
superintendent of schools to the staff of an emergency school. (AGO 
NS5301, January 28, 1944.) 


Dismissal of State College Employees Not in State Civil Service 

Education Code Sections 20391-20394.11, relating to the dismissal 
of employees of state colleges not in state civil service, are applicable 
only to those employees who, after having been employed full time for 
three complete consecutive school years, are re-employed subsequent to 
the effective date (August 4, 1943) of the sections. (AGO NS5332, 
February 18, 1943.) 


Employees of County Superintendent of Schools as County Employees 


The employees of a county superintendent of schools appointed pur- 
suant to Education Code Sections 5216, 9481, 10324, and 10506 [formerly 
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School Code Sections 4.788, 4.192, 4.195, and 4.252] (supervisors of 
instruction, emergency teachers and other persons employed for 
emergency schools or to provide transportation, and persons employed 
for the preparation and co-ordination of courses of study and for con- 
ducting and co-ordinating research and guidance activities) are not 
county employees within the meaning of Sections 5 and 74 of Article XI 
of the California Constitution to the extent that a county board of super- 
visors may employ and fix their compensation. In all respects, however, 
not provided for in said sections of the Education Code, such employees 
are county employees and county ordinances governing sick leave and 
vacation are applicable to them. (Citing Opinions NS2891 and 8771.) 
(AGO NS5301, January 28, 1943.) 


Liability of School District for Payment of State Use Tax 


The State Board of Equalization may assess taxes due from a pur- 
chaser under the Use Tax Act (Part I, Division 2, Revenue and Taxation 
Code) for any period for which no returns were filed by a purchaser 
(including a school district), there being no limitation of time on such 
assessments. 

A school district against which a tax was properly assessed under 
the Use Tax Act is not prohibited by Article XI, Section 18, of the 
Constitution from paying such tax from income for years subsequent to 
that in which the tax accrued. 


Application of OPA Maximum Price Regulations to Sales of Personal 
Property by School Districts 


School Code Sections 6.220 and 6.221 (now Education Code Sections 
18701 and 18702) relating to the sale of personal property by school dis- 
tricts must give way to maximum price regulations established by the 
Office of Price Administration and such property cannot be sold at a 
price in excess of those fixed by such regulations. (AGO NS5042, August 
12, 1943.) 


Application of Statute Relating to State Non Civil Service Employees 
To University of California Employees 


Section 73.5 of the State Civil Service Act (Deering Act 1404), pro- 
viding for the determination by the State Personnel Board of the normal 
work week of state employees not in state civil service and the payment 
of overtime to such employees, is not applicable to employees of the Uni- 
versity of California by reason of Section 9 of Article IX of the California 
Constitution. (AGO NS5058, September 21, 1943.)

Application of Requirement for Recommendation of State Department 
of Education and Local Planning Commission to Acquisition of Property 
Adjoining Existing School Site 


Education Code Sections 18403 and 18404 [formerly School Code 
Sections 6.102 and 6.103], providing that governing boards of school 
districts shall, before acquiring title to property for a ‘‘new school site,”’ 
advise the local planning commission and, except in the case of city school 
districts, the State Department of Education and obtain their reports 
and recommendations, are applicable where the property to be purchased 
adjoins an existing school site. (AGO NS5070, August 23, 1943.) 


Use of Funds Allocated to State Department of Education by State War 
Council for Supervision of Child-Care Centers 


Funds subject to allocation to the State Director of Education by 
the State War Council for the supervision of child-care centers under 
Section 2 of Chapter 923, Statutes of 1943, may, if allocated, be properly 
used by the State Director of Education in assisting in the preparation of 
applications by school districts for federal funds for the operation of 
child-care centers (citing Chapter 16, Statutes of 1943, School Code 
Sections 6.780 et seg. [now Education Code Sections 19601] et seq.; and 
Section 5 of Chapter 923, Statutes of 1943). (AGO NS5016, July 21, 
1943.) 


Acceptance and Use of a Bequest to the State for Use of the State Library 


Money received by the state under an order of a court terminating a 
testamentary trust and directing that the money be paid to the ‘‘State 
of California for the use of the State Library for the purchase of books 
for the blind’’ may be accepted and receipted by the State Treasurer 
under Probate Code Section 27 and Political Code Section 453a, and 
should be placed in the State Treasury under Political Code Section 453a 
rather than accepted by the Director of Education under Education Code 
Section 184. 

The money in question should, under Political Code Section 453a, 
be placed in a special account in the special deposit fund to be disbursed 
on order of the State Librarian (Political Code Section 2295). (AGO 
NS5090, September 14, 1943.) 


Authority of School District to Invest Funds in United States Bonds 


Under Education Code Section 5007 [formerly School Code Section 
4,283] the governing board of any school district is clearly authorized to 
purchase United States bonds and may invest funds of the district, 
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including money of the general fund, in United States bonds if such 
funds are not required ‘‘for the immediate necessities of the district,’’ 
citing also Chapter 571, Statutes of 1943. Funds not required for school 
purposes during the current fiscal year may clearly be invested. (AGO 
NS5107, September 21, 1943.) 


Transfer of Prior Balances in School District Funds to Special 
Accumulative Building Fund 


When a school district has established a special accumulative build- 
ing fund under School Code Sections 4.291-4.292 [now Education Code 
Sections 5961 et seq.], no moneys accumulated by a district prior to the 
establishment of the fund may be placed therein, the sections implying 
the accumulation of funds from district taxes to be collected after the 
plan is put in operation. The prior accumulated moneys might, however, 
be invested in United States bonds, if found not to be needed for the 
immediate necessities of the district. (AGO NS5173, October 27, 1943.) 


Availability of School District Funds for Investment in United States Bonds 


When funds raised and budgeted for the use of a school district 
during a school year are ‘‘not required for the immediate necessities’’ 
of the district and are invested in United States bonds under Education 
Code Section 5007, such funds are not to be considered as diverted from 
the use for which they were raised but as being invested for a temporary 
period only. 

The determination of whether funds exist which are available for 
investment under the section is principally a factual one, the determina- 
tion of which has been delegated to the discretion of the governing 
boards of school districts. Although moneys made may be needed later 
in the school year, such moneys may during the early portion of the 
school year, under a proper factual background, be deemed ‘‘surplus 
moneys not needed for immediate use.’” (AGO NS5128, October 1, 
1943.) 


Eligibility of School District Child Care Center Employees to 
Membership in State Employees Retirement System 


Persons employed in a child care center under Education Code Sec- 
tions 19601 et seq. are not eligible for membership in the State Employees 
Retirement System by reason of such employment. Retirement rights 
acquired by virtue of other employment may be continued in force but 
without contributions during the period of employment in such centers. 
(AGO NS4998, July 21, 1943.) 
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Eligibility of Annuitant of State Teachers Retirement System to State 
Employment Without Loss of Retirement Salary 


Where a member of the State Teachers Retirement System retired 
on July 1, 1941, after 30 years service under School Code Section 5.870, 
and on or about July 15, 1941, was employed by the State Board of Edu- 
cation, acting as the State Board for Vocational Education, in a position 
requiring him to hold a credential and which made him eligible to mem- 
bership in the State Employees Retirement System under Section 38 of 
the State Employees Retirement Act (Deering Act 5847) and he did on 
January 15, 1943, become a member of such system, such person is 
eligible to continue to draw his retirement salary from the State Teachers 
Retirement System (citing School Code Sections 5.840, 5.841, 5.874 and 
5.876 [now Education Code Sections 14391-14401, 14411, 14532-14535, 
14532-14533, 14536]). (AGONS5255, December 23, 1943.) 


Liability of a District Uniting with Another to form a Union 
Elementary School District for Bonded Indebtedness of the Other 


Where two elementary school districts, one having a bonded indebt- 
edness and the other having none, unite to become a union elementary 
school district under Education Code Sections 2801-2832 [formerly 
School Code Sections 2.220-2.232], the district not having a bonded 
indebtedness does not become liable for the bonded indebtedness of the 
other unless the voters of such district assent thereto (citing AGO 
NS1644 and NS3527). (AGO NS5229, December 2, 1943.) 


Service in United States Merchant Marine as Service in the 
Military Service of the United States 


Education Code Section 13204.1, providing that employees of school 
districts employed in positions requiring certification qualifications who 
enter the active military service of the United States or of the State of 
California or who enter the full time paid service of the American Red 
Cross during time of war or national emergency may return to their 
positions after honorably leaving such service, does not apply to such 
employees who enter the employment of the United States Merchant 
Marine. (AGO NS5258, December 27, 1943.) 


Maintenance of Emergency Schools by County Superintendents of Schools 
Education Code Section 9481 [formerly School Code Section 4.192] 
authorizes the establishment and maintenance of elementary schools 
under extraordinary conditions which constitute an emergency. Where 
an emergency school has been operated as such for a period of five years 
and the extraordinary condition (increased population) that prompted 
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its establishment has become a continuing and permanent condition, the 
school district rather than the county superintendent of schools should 
educate the pupils. (AGONS5301, January 28, 1944.) 


Vocational Education in Public School for Inmates of 
California Institution for Women 


The Board of Trustees of the California Institution for Women is 
authorized under Chapter 248, Statutes of 1929, and Chapter 106, 
Statutes of 1941, to permit inmates of the Institution to attend, under 
proper guard, vocational classes maintained at the Tehachapi High 
School of the Tehachapi Union High School District. (AGO NS4994, 
August 19, 1943.) 


Increase of Salaries of Employees of Board of Regents of 
University of California 

The Board of Regents of the University of California may pay its 
Secretary and Treasurer and its Attorney extra compensation over and 
above that fixed as the annual compensation by the Board of Regents 
for extra services rendered in excess of those contemplated at the time 
those funds were fixed since, by reason of Section 9 of Article IX of the 
California Constitution, neither Section 32 of Article IV of the Consti- 
tution or the usual legislative restrictions concerning the compensation 
of public officers (Political Code Section 1033) have any application to 
the University. (AGO NS5281, January 27, 1944.) 


Audit of Books and Records of University of 
California by State Department of Finance 

The State Department of Finance has, under Political Code Section 
658, the duty and responsibility of auditing the books and records of the 
University of California since Section 9 of Article IX of the California 
Constitution gives the legislature such control over the University as is 
necessary for the security of its funds. (AGO NS5337, February 23, 
1944. ) 


Application of Political Code Section 3714 to County School Funds 


The county school funds (county elementary school supervision fund, | 


county unapportioned elementary school fund, and county unappor- 
tioned high school fund mentioned in Education Code Sections 5216, 
9481, 10324 and 10526 (10506?) [formerly School Code Sections 4.788, 
4.192, 4.195 and 4.252]) are not subject to the budget requirements of 
Political Code Section 3714. The expenditure of such funds is committed 
to the discretion of the county superintendent of schools (citing AGO 
NS2571). (AGO NS5301, January 28, 1944.)

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Definition and Determination of School District Funds 
Available for Investment in United States Bonds 


The amount provided in a school district budget as a general reserve 
under Edueation Code Section 6201 may be considered as moneys ‘‘not 
required for the immediate necessities’’ of the district and may be 
invested in United States bonds under Education Code Section 5007. 

The bonds purchased are an asset of the district for the purposes of 
reports to the State Department of Education, as provided for in Eduea- 
tion Code Sections 359-360. 

A school district may not set up an investment reserve as a budget 
expenditure classification in violation of Education Code Section 6308 
but may establish a bookkeeping procedure for the purpose of expediting 
and keeping track of bond purchases, but any transfers made from law- 
ful classifications to such reserve can be no more than sub items within 
the general classification made for bookkeeping purposes. 

The determination under Education Code Section 6107 of whether 
there exists a surplus in the funds of a district ‘‘not required for the 
immediate necessities’’ of the district lies with the governing board of 
the district and not with the county superintendent of schools. (AGO 
NS5173, October 27, 1943.) 


Transaction of Business by Senate Interim Committee on 
Education and Payment of Expenses of Members 

The Senate Interim Committee on Education, created by Senate 
Resolution 52 (Senate Journal, May 5, 1943, page 2976), could not with- 
out a quorum present act or proceed to hold hearings and gather data 
unless rules adopted by the committee so permit. 

Any member reporting for a committee meeting regularly called 
would be entitled to the mileage and per diem provided by the resolution. 
(AGO NS5287, January 24, 1944.) 


Effect of Sacramento County Charter on Payment of Compensation 
to Members of County Board of Education 

Sections 35 and 79 of the Sacramento County Charter, which pro- 
vide, in effect, that the compensation provided to be paid county officers, 
boards, or commissions by ordinance of the Board of Supervisors, shall 
be in full for all services rendered and that such officers shall accept no 
other compensation for services for other public employment, prohibit 
the county superintendent of schools and two school principals from 
receiving compensation for serving both as members of the county board 
of education and as such county superintendent of schools and school 
principals either under Education Code Section 317 or by ordinance of 
the Board of Supervisors. (AGO NS5235, December 13, 1943.) 
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Education of Seventh and Eighth Grade Pupils of an Elementary District 
in a High School District Maintaining a Junior High School 


Under Education Code Sections 8754-8760 and 10301 where a high 
school district maintaining a junior high school has in the past entered 
into contracts with elementary school districts within its boundaries 
relating to the attendance of seventh and eighth grade pupils of such 
elementary school districts upon such junior high school, the fact that 
one elementary school district has never made to the high school district 
the payments required under such contract does not give the high school 
district the right to refuse to contract or to educate the pupils of such 
district. Nor would the execution of a contract for the current school 
year constitute a gift of public funds. 

Any agreement between the high school district and an elementary 
school district under the above sections not requiring the payment of 
funds by the elementary district would be in violation of said sections. 

If the elementary school district does not pay the tuition specified 
in such contracts, the high school district could recover judgment for 
those years against which the Statute of Limitations has not run, pro- 
vided such contracts are not unenforceable because of Education Code 
Section 1009. 

The high school district may accept for admission to its junior high 
school seventh and eighth grade pupils of an elementary school district 
which does not pay tuition according to School Code Section 3.620 [now 
Education Code Section 9616]. 

It is discretionary with, and not mandatory upon, the county super- 
intendent of schools, to make an apportionment from the county unap- 
portioned school fund to the elementary school district under Education 
Code Section 9481 [formerly School Code Section 4.190] to permit it to 
meet its obligation to the high school district. 

The average daily attendance of seventh and eighth grade pupils of 
an elementary school district attending a junior high school under an 
agreement between the elementary school district must under Education 
Code Section 8760 be credited to the elementary school district. (AGO 
NS5207, November 23, 1943. ) 


Custody of United States Bonds Purchased by School District 


A school district may authorize the county treasurer to keep United 
States bonds purchased by districts and the county treasurer may do so 
under Education Code Sections 5002 and 7517, since the county treasurer 
is the custodian of the funds of the district. (AGO NS5178, October 27, 


1943.)

Miss Paloma Patricia Prouty, State Chairman of the Good Citizen- 
ship Pilgrimage sponsored by the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion, has announced that no California Pilgrim will be chosen from a 
California high school in 1944. 

The California State Department of Education, which in the past 
years has administered the plan for selection of the candidate on a com- 
petitive basis, decided this year to discontinue the activity. Because of 
the war, other arrangements to carry on the contest for choosing the 
candidate could not be made for 1944. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION FOR JOURNALISM 
FOR THE CALIFORNIA NEWSPAPER PUBLISHERS ASSOCIATION 


The following report of the Committee on Education for Journalism 
was adopted at the recent quarterly meeting of the State Advisory Coun- 
cil and Executive Committee of the California Newspaper Publishers 


Association. 

Your committee believes that education for journalism can be furthered if the 
CNPA as a whole will endorse and the individual editors and publishers actively and 
continuously support the following recommendations: 


1. That ne school attempt to conduct a course in journalism unless the teacher has 
had practical newspaper experience. Your committee believes that such courses 
otherwise taught are a waste of time. 


2. That every journalism department, whether in secondary school or college include 
a required course in fundamentals of English grammar and spelling. 


8. That the public school system be encouraged to restore to a place of old-time 
importance thorough teaching, with drill, of grammar and spelling in the lower 
grades. 

4. That schools of journalism include as a requirement for graduation a specific 
period of practical experience in a newspaper office. 


5. That students contemplating studying journalism in college be encouraged to 
enroll only in schools whose journalism courses have been accredited by news- 
paper editors or publishers. 

6. That editors and publishers consent when requested to make vocational talks 
before high school journalism classes.

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WARNING TO SCHOOL PUPILS AGAINST PLAYING 
WITH BLASTING CAPS 


Folders and posters warning school children of the danger of touch- 
ing blasting caps that may be left carelessly on playgrounds or in fields 
adjacent to school grounds are available to schools from the Institute 
of Makers of Explosives, 103 Park Avenue, New York. 

Many of the accidents caused by blasting caps oceur in the early 
spring when children are just beginning to be more out of doors than 
during the winter. They may find the blasting caps left carelessly about 
the playing area and, ignorant of the danger, they sometimes hammer 
the caps or throw them into bonfires. The winter months are the appro- 
priate time for the schools to post warnings of the dangers of these prac- 
tices on the bulletin board.

EMPLOYMENT FOR HIGH SCHOOL BOYS 
N FOREST PROTECTION WORK 


Opportunities for seasonal employment in forest protection work 
are again available for boys and men throughout California. This is 
work that may be done by teachers and students in California High 
Schools during the summer vacation. Recruiting is being conducted 
jointly by the U. 8S. Forest Service, National Park Service and the Blister 
Rust Control Division, Bureau of Entomology and Plant Quarantine, 
in co-operation with the War Manpower Commission. 

The work is seasonal in character with a normal employment period 
extending from June 15 to October 1 to 10. School vacations generally 
coincide with the period of the greatest need of employees. 

The agencies do not wish to interfere with agricultural labor or that 
of the food processing and war industry. However, boys from agricul- 
tural communities and from war industry areas may be employed because 
many of them are interested in determining whether or not they wish 
to make a career of forestry or conservation work. 

Two general types of work are available; Fire control and Blister 
Rust control. Fire control consists of (1) prevention, such as construe- 
tion of firebreaks, removal of hazards, posting of prevention signs and 
cautioning forest users regarding care with fire and maintenance of 
National forest improvements, (2) presuppression consists of keeping 
equipment in readiness for use and, (3) fire suppression is the actual 
putting out of fires once started. 

Blister Rust control consists of eradicating the current and goose- 
berry bushes since these are host plants to the white pine blister rust 
disease. These men are used in emergencies for fire suppression. 

Working conditions are good. Boys under 18 who are employed in 
fire suppression camps are in groups of two to ten, housed in residence 
or barracks buildings and under capable supervision at all times. Blister 
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Rust camps vary in size from 20 to 100 men under the supervision of a 
qualified superintendent. 

Salaries and wages vary for different jobs, but generally speaking 
the inexperienced man will receive approximately $85 per month after 
providing for food, housing, and withholding payments for Victory and 
Income Taxes. 

More responsible positions pay starting salaries of about $165 a 
month gross. As a War Emergency measure, the work week is six 
8-hour days except in case of fire, when longer hours are worked.

GRANT FOR RESEARCH ON USE OF MOTION 
PICTURES IN SCHOOLS 


The American Council on Education has just announced the appoint- 
ment of a Commission on Motion Pictures in Education. The present 
members are Mark A. May, chairman; George S. Counts; Edmund E. 
Day; Willard E. Givens; George Johnson; George F. Zook, ex officio. 
The work of the Commission is supported by a five-year grant from eight 
motion picture production companies made through the Motion Picture 
Producers and Distributors of America, Incorporated. 

The Commission will study the needs of schools and colleges for 
motion picture material and will plan for the production of new films 
four courses of study in which new pictures are needed. Special atten- 
tion will be given to the planning of series of films for educational 
activities connected with postwar reconstruction. The Commission 
invites the co-operation of all interested educators and educational 
groups. Suggestions concerning needed productions for educational 
purposes will be weleomed. The Commission is particularly interested 
in receiving curriculum materials that can be used as the basis for films. 
As fast as these materials can be put into shape for filming and approved 
by competent educational consultants, they will be distributed to all 
interested producers.

VOCATIONAL MATERIALS REVIEWED 

‘‘Tnexpensive Vocational Materials’’ is the title of a special critical 
report of a committee of six school librarians that appears as the Janu- 
ary 1944 number of the Subscription Books Bulletin, published quarterly 
by the American Library Association. 
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Both wartime occupational emphases and the promise of postwar 
vocational opportunities have created tremendous needs for good voca- 
tional information to form the basis for guidance services. Schools and 
libraries, in an increasing number, are being compelled to collect more 
and better information about jobs in order to satisfy the greatly acceler- 
ated interest among both boys and girls as well as men and women. 

To what extent have the vocational organizations and the publishers 
met this need, and of what quality are their pamphlets, periodicals, 
paper-bound sets, and printed services? These are the questions which 
the Special Evaluating Committee has attempted to answer in ‘‘Inex- 
pensive Vocational Materials. ’’ 

‘*Tnexpensive Vocational Materials’’ is the second of three reports 
by the Special Committee. The October 1942 issue of Subscription Books 
Bulletin carries the first report on ‘‘Free and Inexpensive Materials,’’ 
which evaluated ‘‘pamphlet services.’’ A third report on picture and 
map services is still to appear. 


NEW PAMPHLET IN VICTORY CORPS SERIES 


Authoritative answers to some 375 questions about Selective Service, 
the Army, the Air Forces, the Navy, Coast Guard, Marine Corps, and 
Merchant Marine are given in Service in the Armed Forces, Victory 
Corps Series Pamphlet No. 6, just issued by the United States Office of 
Education. 

In addition to the questions and answers, sixty illustrations, several 
pages of books for reference on each branch of the service, and an index 
of subject matter are included. 

The test was prepared by Franklin R. Zeran, Specialist, Division of 
Occupational Information and Guidance, assisted by experts in all armed 
forces branches and the Merchant Marine. Publication of the pamphlet 
was requested by the National Policy Committee of the High School 
Victory Corps to provide a source book of answers to questions coming 
from high school youth, guidance officers, and others. 
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
